Provided that such repeal shall not effect any order made 
or any action taken under the said rules, before such 
repeal.

S.R.O. 71 — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and of all other powers 
enabling him in this behalf, the President hereby makes the 
following rules futrher to amend the Armod Forces Headquarters 
Clerical Service Rules, 1968, namely : — 

1. (I) These rules may be called the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters Clerical Service (Amendment) Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall co ns into force on the date of their publica- 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service Rules, 
1968 ,— 

(i) in rule 10, for sub-rule (2), the following shall be substitu- 
ted, namely : — 

“(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in Third Sche- 
dule, an officer of the Lower Division Grade is employed in 
any office of Armed Forces Headquarters and Inter-Service 
Organisations specified in the First Schedule and who has 
rendered not less than five years’ continuous approved ser- 
vice in that grade and is either permanent or eligible for sub- 
stantive appointment to that grade, may be appointed on 
the basis of seniority subject to rejection of the unfit, to offi- 
ciate in a temporary vacancy of specified or unspecified dura- 
tion in that office, for a period not exceeding three months- 
in Upper Division Grade of the Service, if the Select List for 
the Upper Division Grade is not available or an officer in- 
cluded in the Select List for that Grade is not available or 
cannot, for any reason, be appointed to such vacancy : 

Provided that the period of three months mentioned 
above, may, in exceptional cases and with the approval of the 
Ministry of Defence, be extended to six months in public 
interest. 

NOTEt— Fbr the purpose of this sub-rule, the term 
"any office” shall mean (a) an Inter-Service Organisation, 
or (b) a Directorate or, as the case may be, Joint/Deputy 
Directorate or group ofSectionsin Army Headquarters, Naval 
Headquarters and Air Headquarters, which may constitute tie 
basis for officiating promotions in tcmpoiaiy vacancies,”; 
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(ii) in the Third Schedule, againstthe grade "Upper Division 
Grade (Class-TIl—Ministerial)”; for the heading “Temporary 
vacancies” and the entries relating thereto in columns 3, 4 and 5, 
the following shall be substituted, namely :—
